Dl discloses a method for measurement of magnetic fields in an 
object. The document teaches that the orientation of the 
object is varied (column 2, column 11, lines 63-65) . The 
magnetic field is induced by external coils. Methods of 
detection and the location of magnetic fields from a current 
source in a living brain are disclosed. 

D2 describes a method of measurement of magnetic fields from a 
brain: To improve the sensitivity a procedure of voluntary eye 
movements is described (paragraph [0046] ) . 

D3 discloses the measurement and the location of magnetic 
fields produced by a body. From the movement of the body, the 
location of the field is determined in the sense of the body 
coordinates . 

D4 discloses a method to locate the currents in a brain 
independent of the position and orientation of the 
magnetometers with respect to the head (column 1, lines 38- 
45) . 

The invention according to the amended claims is generally 
stated and covers all kinds of signals from a movable object, 
while support in the meaning of PCT Article 6 only is given 
for biomagnetic signals.
